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Mr  .Mayor,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitation 
of  the  Borough  of  Falmouth  in  I960. 

Once  again  the  year  was  a healthy  one,  almost  entirely  free  of 
epidemic  disease.  The  14  cases  of  Dysentery  somewhat  mar  the  record 
but  this  disease  is  more  of  a nuisance  than  an  epidemic.  The  cases 
were  sporadic  and  in  no  instance  could  the  infection  be  attributed  to 
inadequate  or  imperfect  sanitation. 

The  fact  that  visitors  to  Falmouth  must  have  eaten  tens  of 
thousands  of  meals  there  during  the  year  without  a single  case  of 
food  poisoning  is  veiy  satisfactory  but  it  in  no  way  invalidates 
Mr.Hacking's  plans  for  regular  and  systematic  inspection  of  food 
premises. 

I am  happy  once  again  to  take  the  opportunity  of  recording  my 
thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
consideration  and  support  tiiroughout  the  year  and  to  Mr. Hacking  and 
his  staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation,

The  number  of  infant  deaths  in  i960  was  10  as  compared  with  5 in  1959* 

6 of  the  seven  male  infants  died  of  prematurity,  3 of  them  only  surviving 

a matter  of  hours.  The  problem  of  prematurity  is  not  easily  solved  but 

the  first  step  so  far  as  Cornwall  is  concerned  is  to  get  a prematurity 
unit  with  specially  trained  staff  at  one  or  other  of  our  hospitals. 

This,  one  supposes,  must  await  the  construction  of  the  new  hospital  at 
Truro, 


The  infant  mortali.ty  rate,  until  it  was  recently  displaced  by  the 
perinatal  mortality  rate  was  regarded  as  the  most  sensitive  index  of  the 
social  and  economic  conditions  in  a community.  It  may  bo  asked  whether 
the  Falmouth  rates  over  the  past  4 years  indicate  any  serious  deterioration 
in  these  conditions.  The  answer  is,  of  course,  in  the  negative.  In 
small  commimities  annual  statistics  are  liable  to  such  violent 
fluctuations  that  it  is  better  to  take  note  of  the  general  trend  over  a 
period  of  years  and  this  is  shown  in  the  table  of  "Births  and  Death  Rate 
since  1940."

in  i960  there  were  no  changes  in  either  the  health  visiting  or 
the  district  nursing  staff  and  oiily  one  member  of  the  team  had  a 
period  of  sick  leave  lasting  more  than  a few  days. 

Health  Visiting: 

During  the  year  the  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  was 
considerably  increased  by  the  large  number  of  visits  to  folk 
suffering  from  dysentery.  This  work  included  the  collection  of  some 
hundreds  of  specimens  of  faeces  and  their  subsequent  despatch  to 
the  pathological  laboratory.  To  each  family  stress  was  laid  on  the 
vital  importance  of  the  basic  rules  of  toilet  hygiene. 

The  preparation  and  staffing  of  the  special  poliomyelitis 
vaccination  sessions  was  an  addition  to  the  normal  routine. 

The  Health  Visitors  visits  to  the  older  members  of  the  community 
increased.  They  know  tho  need  and  the  value  of  the  meals-on-wheels 
and  chiropody  services|  both  are  greatly  appreciated.  Selecting 
the  applicants  for  them  is  yet  another  aspect  of  the  Health  Visitor is 
work.

OF  THE  SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

Mr, Mayor,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  I960. 

Once  again  staff  difficulties  hindered  the  work  of  the  Department 
during  the  year,  but  fortunately  Mr,  E.R.C.  Harvey  continued  to  assist, 
until  Mr,  W.F,  Clark  was  appointed  as  an  Additional  Inspector  and  took 
up  his  appointment  on  the  1st  June,  Mr.  G,  Barnard  was  unable  to 
resume  duties  during  the  year  and  was  obliged  to  submit  his  resignation, 
which  was  received  with  great  regret  ty  the  Council, 

The  new  legislation  controll±ng  movable  dwellings  gave  the 
Department  a considerable  amount  of  extra  work,  as  each  site  had  to  be 
re-licensed  with  planning  consent  if  this  had  not  already  been  obtained. 
However,  the  new  conditions  imposed  will  result  in  a higher  standard 
of  caravan  sites  and  there  will  be  fewer  caravans  unless  new  sites  are 
established.  It  is  rather  unfortunate  that  the  new  legislation  does 
not  encourage  the  provision  of  a caravan  site  for  touring  caravans, 
for  which  there  is  still  a great  demand,  nor  does  it  include  tent 
sites  which  must  still  be  controlled  by  the  Public  Health  Ait,  1936, 
Despite  the  extra  work  involved  inspecting  caravan  sites,  a 
start  was  made  on  the  inspection  of  substandard  dwellings  as  the  4 
year  Slum  Clearance  Programme  is  now  to  be  completed  in  2 years  at 
the  Minister's  request. 

Rather  unfortunately,  some  of  the  time  spent  on  the  two  foregoing 
items  resulted  in  fewer  food  premises  being  inspected  than  I had 
hoped,  particularly  hotels  and  guest  houses,  an  omission  I hope  to 
remedy  in  the  coming  year,  but  I cannot  see  that  it  will  ever  be 
possible  to  inspect  food  premises  as  often  as  I would  like  with 
present  staff,  because  of  the  disproportionate  number  of  food  premises 
there  are  in  relation  to  the  population.  It  is  only  ty  systematic 
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inspection  that  results  are  achieved,  with  the  prosecution  of  the  very  few 
who  refuse  to  co-operate,  of  which  in  F.-Jlmouth  I am  glad  to  say,  there  is 
none  up  to  date. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  number  of  overcrowded  dwellings  has 
diminished  and  as  the  number  of  houses  to  be  built  by  the  Council  during 
the  coming  year  exceeds  the  number  required  for  Slum  Clearance,  it  is  hoped 
the  situation  will  be  even  better  next  yearo 

Refuse  collection  gave  cause  for  concern  during  the  summer  months 
despite  the  fact  that  earlier  in  the  year  one  10, cub, yd,  side  loading 
vehicle  was  replaced  with  an  18, cub, yd,  vehicle.  The  increased  bulk  of 
refuse  and  extra  houses  built  each  year  more  than  compensated  for  this,  and 
the  second  new  rear  loading  vehicle  of  12. cub, yds,,  with  compressor  did  not 
arrive  in  time  to  assist  idth  the  increased  collections  always  experitaiced 
in  summer.  In  fact,  it  was  impossible  to  maintain  the  twice  weekly 
collection  to  all  dwellinghouses  during  the  summer  despite  a considerable 
amount  of  overtime  worked.  The  fact  that  the  ”ppare"  vehicle  is  only 
7*cub,yds,,  too  causes  disorganisation  when  any  of  the  larger  vehicles  are 
taken  out  of  service  for  any  reason.  The  Council  gave  consideration  to 
employing  an  extra  vehicle  and  crew  as  the  working  hours  of  refuse 
collectors  was  to  be  reduced  from  44  to  42  with  a five  day  week.  It  was 
resolved  not  to  purchase  a new  vehicle  but  instead,  to  reduce  the  number 
of  collections  per  week  from  all  premises  from  the  2nd  January,  1961,

The  supply  is  gathered  from  gravel  and  peat  subsoil  sources  in  the 
area  between  Mabe  and  Longdowns.  Storage  is  achieved  by  impounding  in 
two  main  reservoirs  and  two  supplementaiy  pools.  This  amounts  to  some 
Two  hundred  and  thirty-five  (235)  million  gallons. 


The  concrete  gravity  dam  to  the  largest  reservoir  (Argal)  is  in 
the  course  of  being  raised  Ten  feet.  When  completed,  the  total  storage 
capacity  will  be  increased  by  One  hundred  and  fifty-eight  million 
gallons  to  Tliree  hundred  and  ninety-three  million  gallons.  The  work  is 
due  to  be  completed  by  the  Spring  of  1961. 
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There  are  three  stages  in  the  treatment  of  the  water  - 

(a)  Coagulation  and  Sedimentation  by  the  Alumina  method j 

(b)  Pressure  filtration  tlirough  sand  and  gravelj 

(c)  Chlorination  and  lime  injection; 

Regular  monthly  Bacteriological  Analyses  are  carried  out  by  the 
County  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  of  water  in  supply.  Raw  water 
is  analysed  quarterly  and  a Chemical  Analysis  made  at  regular  intervals. 

During  the  period  under  review,  the  water  in  supply  has  been 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

The  average  daily  consiomption  has  been  1,216,243  gallons  per  day. 

The  number  of  domestic  and  trade  supplies  in  the  Borough  is  5>732, 
Sewerage 

The  whole  of  the  sewerage  of  the  Borough  falls  to  three  sea 
outfalls  at  - Middle  Point,  Gyllyngvase  and  Pennance  Point, 

It  is  necessaiy  to  raise  the  sewage  to  higher  levels  at  North 
Parade,  Prince  of  Wales  Pier,  Piviera  Hotel  and  at  the  rear  of  Swanpool, 
Tills  is  achieved  by  means  of  sewage  ejectors  at  these  points  supplemented 
at  the  Prince  of  Wales  Pier  by  pumps. 

The  sewage  from  Penryn  is  received  into  the  Falmouth  Council’s 
sewer  in  Trescobeas  Road,  where  it  flows  via  the  Swanvale  Valley  trunk 
sewer  to  the  Swanvale  Works,  then  to  sea  at  Pennance  Point, 

Drainage 

During  the  year,  the  drainage  to  73  new  premises  was  tested,  first 
by  means  of  Water  Test,  then  by  Smoke  Test  and  all  finally  approved, 

96  complaints  were  received  regarding  drainage,  the  improvements 
effected  are  shown  on  page  16, 

Closet  Accommodation 

With  the  exception  of  a very  small  number  of  pail  closets  and  privy 
middens  in  outside  areas,  all  are  on  the  Water  Carriage  system  and  the 
majority  are  connected  to  the  Council’s  sewer. 
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Vermin  and  Insect  Pests 


There  were  no  infestations  of  bed  bugs  reported j fleas  are  the  most 

common  form  of  vermin  and  eight  houses  were  disinfested. 

Five  premises  were  treated  for  house  flies  and  47  Wasp  Nests  were 
destroyed. 

Rodent  Control 

In  connection  with  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  224 
cases  were  dealt  with,  156  in  respect  of  brown  rats  and  68  in  respect  of 
mice.  There  were  no  infestations  of  black  rats. 

The  baits  used  for  prebaiting  were  769. lbs,  of  Oatmeal  and  for 
poisoning  Arsenic,  Zinc  Phosphide,  Antu  and  V/arfarin  were  the  cliief 
agents. 

Based  on  the  actual  "takes  of  poison"  it  is  estimated  that  1,365 
rats  and  917  mice  were  killed,  415  dead  rodents  were  recovered. 

Co-operation  has  been  maintained  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  Infestation  Control  Division  and  the  Cornwall 
Agricultural  Committee,  Pest  Department, 

One  full-time  Rodent  Officer  was  employed  and  methods  of  treatment 
were  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food's  recommendations,  including  poisoning. 

No  charges  were  made  for  treatment  carried  out  at  dwelling  houses.

As  a result  of  informal  action,  repairs  have  been  carried  out  to  89  houses 
and  to  4 after  formal  action. 

Two  Closing  Orders  in  respect  of  parts  of  buildings  were  made  under  Section 
18,  Housing  Act,  1957;  two  Closing  Orders  in  lieu  of  Demolition  Orders  (proviso 
to  Section  17  (l)  Housing  Act,  1957)  were  made,  and  two  Closing  Orders  made 
under  Section  17  (1)  Housing  Act,  1957#  were  cancelled,  after  the  owners  had 
carried  out  substantial  repairs  to  make  them  fit  for  human  habitation. 

Proceedings  against  the  owner  of  a house  were  taken  at  the  local  Magistrates 
Court  for  non-compliance  with  an  Abatement  Notice  served  upon  her  reason  of 
a defective  roof  and  defective  and  dangerous  staircase  which  were  prejudicial  to 
health  and  a nuisance. 

The  Solicitor  representing  the  Owner  produced  to  the  Court  a Count e]>-part 
Tenancy  Agreement  signed  by  the  tenant  under  which  the  tenant  was  responsible 
for  all  repairs.  The  owner  was  apparently  unaware  that  such  an  Agreement 
existed  and  had  declared  this  to  be  the  case  in  reply  to  an  enquiry.  The 
Bench  dismissed  the  complaint  even  though  Section  93  (a)  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936  requires  that  the  notice  in  respect  of  a nuisance  arising  from  a 
defect  of  a structural  character  shall  be  served  on  the  owner.  The  Council 
were  therefore  left  without  a remedy  in  this  case.

During  the  year,  50  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  examination,  36  were  certified  as  Grade  1,  10  as  Grade  2, 

3 as  Grade  3 and  1 as  Grade  4« 

During  the  warmer  weather,  samples  were  taken  in  the  afternoon  as  it 
was  thought  that  some  ice  cream  which  was  kept  in  ice  tubs  might  be 
suspect,  as  the  temperature  of  the  ice  cream  rose  during  the  day.  In 
addition,  certain  mobile  vans  do  not  seUL  ice  cream  in  the  Borough  during 
the  morning  and  were  therefore  being  missed. 

The  results  were  interesting  and  revealed  that  the  servers  on  some 
vans  were  not  being  sterilised  frequently  enough  or  were  not  kept  in 
proper  containers  when  not  in  use,  with  consequent  contamination. 

Advice  to  the  owners  resulted  in  better  samples  subsequently. 

Milk 


All  miUc  sold  in  the  Borough  is  Pasteurised,  Tuberculin  Tested  or

There  are  34  registered  distributors,  25  dealer’s  licences  have 
been  granted  for  T.T, (Pasteurised)  milk,  2 for  Tuberculin  Tested  and  3 
for  Pasteurised,  besides  2 Supplementary  for  Tuberculin  Tested 
(Pasteurised)  and  one  for  Tuberculin  Tested.

5 resulted  in  warnings,  one  was  referred  to  another  local  authority  and 
in  4 cases,  legal  proceedings  were  instituted. 

Of  these,  the  Council  were  successful  in  two,  in  one  case  the 
defendant  was  granted  an  absolute  discharge  and  the  Council  awarded 
costs.  An  Appeal  is  to  be  made  to  the  High  Court  against  the 
dismissal  of  the  summons  in  the  fourth  case. 

Court  action  has  also  been  taken  against  two  cafe  employees  for 
using  tobacco  in  a food  room  in  v/hich  there  was  open  food.  In  one 
case,  the  defendant  was  fined  and  the  other  summons  was  dismissed.

Absence  caused  by  sickness  amounted  to  60  weeks. 

Due  to  mechanical  failures  and  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  and 
maintenance,  the  three  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  not  available 
for  39  working  days;  of  these,  14  days  were  lost  while  awaiting 
spare  parts  and  it  was  necessary  to  hire  transport  as  the  spare 
vehicle  was  also  awaiting  spare  parts. 

Refuse  Disposal 

All  refuse  was  disposed  of  ly  controlled  tipping  at  the  Council’s 
Tip  at  Trescobeas. 

A request  was  received  for  the  acceptance  of  refuse  from  a 
neighbouring  authority.  The  Council  agreed  to  this  request  for  a 
period  of  one  year  at  a cost  of  £1C.C.C,,  per  week,  this  arrangement 
commencing  on  12th  December, 

A Bristol  Angledozer  and  an  Aveling  Barford  Dumper  are  used  for 
disposal  purposes.
